ABOUT HALF EARLIER ESTIMATE

Nobody can write 
tenderly enough, sympathetically 
enough, understanding^ enough at 
he dwells upon the spectacle of 
the anguished Savior, pleading that 
this cup might pass. It is one of 
th-) sublime mysteries which only 
eternity can make plain. 


We cannot overstress the an- 
guish, but we do under-cmphaslze 
the acceptance. For the keyword 
of Gethsemane is "Thy will be 
done." Resignation to the Will 
that hud its purpose in the coun- 
sels of eternity marked the Son 
who knelt before the Father. Just 
a few hours ahead lay the shame- 
ful trial, the bitter scourging and 
mocking, the horrible agony of the 
Cross; all clear to the conscious- 
ness of Christ. Nevertheless, He 
could say triumphantly, "Thy will 
be done." And that is-the great 
lessen of Gethsemane.

Mr. Marks further showed that 
in 1884 the buildings and equip- 
ment were valued at $31,000, while 
at the present day they are esti- 
mated to be worth $1,200,000. Then 
there were 13 teachers, including 
10 white and three colored, while 
in 1934 there were 89 white teach- 
ers, 16 colored, three secretaries 
and 10 janitors. He further point- 
ed out that in the past 10 years 
1,200 
students 
have 
graduated 


from the high school. 


Have Kcsponslblllties. 


The speaker declared he hoped 
to Impress the 
incoming mem- 


bers with their re>«.onsibiUtles as 
members of the association and 
future citizens and urge them to 
be active in all its work.

The University of Georgia said 


the pest had been reported In ev- 
ery section of the state and warn- 
ed farmrs to start control meas- 
ures. A spring of heaw raini in 
Georgia started th« weevili on 
their • rampage early. 
Officials in Alabama, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma and the Carollnna laid 
it was still too early for the wee- 
vils to get out. 
Arkansas also 
said none had been reported.

DEPRESSION laws knocked off the usual penalties and interest and substituted 
lower rates on taxes delinquent July 1, 1933. You will recall that from time to time 
the Legislature of Texas has been suspending penalties, interest and costs on delin- 
quent taxes. In September 1933 the last measure of this kind was enacted, with a 
provision written into the law, providing that this should be the last Remission Bill 
ever to be passed by the Legislature. This special law is known as Senate Bill No. 
262 and by its own provisions expires and ceases to exist June 30, 1934. On July 1, 
1934, all regular penalties, interests and delinquent costs return. You may pay 
taxes delinquent for 1932, or any prior year, by paying the amount of taxes 
due plus a penalty of only 6% except that for 1929 and prior years certain costs are 
due, which are not remitted. 


We submit the following example— 


In July 1934». 
30%% will be added to 1930 taxes delinquent. 
241/2% will be added to 1931 taxes delinquent. 
18%% will be added to 1932 taxes delinquent. 


(A delinquent cost will accrue in addition to above) 


$100.00 taxes delinquent for the year 1930 may be satis- 
fied in full during May or June for $106.00; however, 
the same taxes paid in July would be $131.50, and the 
same differences apply for all other years. 


For your information we call attention to Senate Bill No. 4 passed by the same 
Session of the Legislature that gave us above remission law, which is an Act pro- 
viding for the transfer of the lien for taxes that the State, County or defined sub- 
division thereof, has upon real property. In other words, if a delinquent tax payer 
is unable to pay taxes delinquent at this time and thereby realize a substantial sav- 
ing, he may arrange with a friend, or other persons, to pay the taxes and request a 
transfer of the lien for the taxes, which transfer is executed by the Tax Collector 
and gives the individual the same lien and security for taxes held by the State. 
We urge every delinquent tax payer to take immediate action to adjust all pas't due 
taxes as it is practically certain that relief from penalty will never again be offered 
We make the further suggestion that where delinquent tax payers do not avail them- 
selves of the opportunity now presented and pay up delinquent taxes it will become 
necessary to take steps to enforce statutory liens for taxes and this action will nro. 
ceed as rapidly as practicable after July 1, 1934.
